Richard Daley in the rain in 
Chicago and a smaller number 
in the heart of downtown De­ 
troit. 
After an enthusiastic sendoff 
In Minneapolis, the McGovern- 
Kennedy team sought to give 
momentum to the Democratic 
presidential campaign with ral­ 
lies 
in 
major 
Democratic 
strongholds. 
The fnal stop of the day was 
Cleveland. 
The Chicago crowd, in the 
heart of the city’s Loop at 
noontime, was by far the larg­ 
est of McGovern’s presidential 
campaign. 
In 
Detroit, 
where 
he 
also 
picked up a $50,000 contribution 
from the United Auto Workers 
Union, McGovern addressed a 
crowd of about 10.000 in Cadil­ 
lac Square, once the site of La­ 
bor Day rallies that formally 
opened Democratic campaigns. 
ADDED ATTRACTION 
The 
Detroit 
rally 
had 
an 
added attraction—Sen. Kenne­ 
dy’s pretty blonde wife Joan, 
prompting Kennedy to say that 
McGovern told him last week 
“ he wanted a little glamour oh 
the campaign trail so I hope 
you'll 
come 
with 
her 
next 
week.” 
At both Chicago and Detroit, 
the cheers for McGovern were 
louder than those for Kennedy, 
though th Massachusetts sena­ 
tor’s presence was considered a 
major factor in drawing the 
crowds. 
The rain started in Chicago 
about the time McGovern be­ 
gan to speak to a large crowd 
that 
spilled 
through 
several 
streets in the heart of the loop. 
“ Mr. President,” Daley said 
after McGovern’s speech, “to 
have this kind of an audience in 
Chicago and have the loyalty 
and the devotion of these fine 
people in the rain is a great 
tribute to you.”

Revenue Sharing 
Bill Clears Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate Tuesday passed a $33.6- 
billion measure to share federal 
revenues with states, cities and 
counties for the first time on a 
no-strings basis. 
The legislation, one of Presi­ 
dent 
Nixon’s 
priority 
items, 
was sent to conference with the 
House which passed a consider­ 
ably different version June 22. 
If the conferees reach: agree­ 
ment promptly, sponsors of the 
bill said, the first payments to 
the 39,000 eligible states, cities, 
counties and townships would 
go out in October, before the 
Nov. 7 election. 
The most important differ­ 
ence between the twro versions 
is 
in 
the 
formula 
for 
dis­ 
tribution of the funds. 
The Senate bill, as compared 
with the House version, allo­ 
cates more money to the less- 
populous. states but, within the 
states, the central cities fare 
much better than the suburbs. 
Seventeen of the urban indu­ 
strial states would get less mon­ 
ey under the Senate formula, 33 
smaller states more. 
Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 
floor manager for the bill, suc­ 
ceeded in fighting off all at­ 
tempts to change the formula 
to help the big states. 
He won defeat also of nearly 
all 
other 
amendments, 
in­ 
cluding some which would have 
put restrictions on use of the 
money. 
Opponents of the bill con­ 
tended it is foolish to embark 
on such a costly program at a 
time when the federal govern­ 


ment faces a deficit upwards of 
$30 billion in the present fiscal 
year. 
They argued also that some 
local 
officials, 
would 
fritter 
away the money on political or 
self-serving projects. 
Sponsors of the measure said 
that the fiscal situation of the 
states and cities has deterio­ 
rated to the point that they 
hardly could survive without 
this federal help. 
However, the foes countered 
that the total disbursements, on 
the average, would be only 4 
per cent of the budget of the 
state or local government unit. 
In many cases, the budgets 
increase by more than 4 per 
cent a year so that little or no 
local 
tax relief can 
be ex­ 
pected, they contended. 
The Senate and House bills 
each provide $29.6 billion in. 
straight revenue-sharing funds 
over five years. 
The program would be retro­ 
active to Jan. 1 this year and 
would end Dec. 31, 1976. It 
would have to be reconsidered 
by that time. 
In addition, the Senate bill 
contains an extra $1 billion an­ 
nually for four years in place of 
the present program of social 
services for welfare recipients 
and potential recipients. 
This actually is a sharp cut­ 
back in the present levels of 
spending for the services; it 
was put into the bill in an effort 
to stop what some members of 
Congress feel is a runaway pro­ 
gram..

SAIGON (AP) — Government 
marines 
stormed 
into 
the 
Quang Tri Citadel through a 
bomb breach in the southern 
wall Tuesday and battled the 
enemy in what likely will be 
one of the longest and bloodiest 
battles of the Vietnam war, 
A 
saturation 
barrage 
of 
bombs and shells failed to si­ 
lence the guns of about 400 
North Vietnamese troops, who 
kept up their stubborn resist­ 
ance from deep bunkers inside 
the 19th century fortress, 
Officers 
said 
other 
South 
Vietnamese forces were slowly 
throttling the North Vietnamese 


routes of supply and reinforce­ 
ments, 
Quang Tri, fell to invading 
North Vietnamese May 1. 
Twenty thousand South Viet­ 
namese 
soldiers 
launched 
a 
counter 
offensive 
June 
28 
aimed at getting it back. 
For weeks, Soviet-built long- 
range 130mm guns pinned them 
down in the rubble outside the 
walls and exacted a deadly toll.

is stilt far from over. Automat­

resistance and the Citadel is 
still contested.1” a senior officer 
said.

captured three of five fugitives 
charged with murdering eight 
persons at the Fountain Valley 
Golf Course last week. The trio 
surrendered without a fight. 
The arrests were announced 
in a statement issued at the 
murder scene by Atty. Gen. 
Robert Tonkin. The statement 
was signed 
by Gov. 
Melvin 
Evans and FBI Special Agent 
Clarke Anderson. 
The trio taken into custody 
Tuesday were identified as Is­ 
mael Labeet, 25; Warren Bal- 
lentine, 23, and Raphael Jo­ 
seph, 21, 
all 
of the Virgin 
Islands. 
“ Acting on anonymous infor­ 
mation . . . a force of Virgin 
Islands police, marshats and 
FBI agents were dispatched to 
a 
residence 
in 
Frederiksted 
where the men were picked up 
without a shot, 
being 
fired,” 
Evans announced. 
The arrests pushed to five the 
number of men being held on 
first-degree murder warrants in 
connection with last Wednes­ 
day’s bloody robbery at 
the 
Rockefeller-owned golf dub. 
Bench warrants for two oth­

SOME STATES 
In some states, little of any 
of what the legislature does is 
hidden from public view. 
In others, the policy of open 
c o m m i t t e e proceedings is 
tempered with a provision for 
“executive sessions” that gives 
the lawmakers an opportunity 
to duck behind closed doors 
when so inclined. 
In some, the policy of opening 
up the legislative process is 
rigidly undergirded by law or 
constitutional m a n d a t e . In 
others, it is left to the discretion 
of the committee chairman or 
membership of 'the1 body. 
But no state indicated it 
follows Pennsylvania’s 'pattern 
of never holding or reporting 
committee votes in public. 
All committee meetings of the 
Pennsylvania House and Senate 
are closed to the press and 
public. 
Seldom are the meetings 
announced more than a day in 
advance. Frequently, in fact, 
they are called off the floor 
during the session for the sole 
purpose of quickly reporting out 
a bill which the leadership or 
the committee chairman is 
interested in pushing. 
• 
What goes on behind closed 
committee room doors never 
has been a matter of public 
record in Pennsylvania. 
No record, is kept of the 
business transacted nor of the 
votes cast, since no official 
stenographer is present. 
NO ACCOUNTING 
There is no accounting given 
for bills that never get out of 
committee. 
The public, thus, is denied 
knowledge of who is pushing 
which bills and for what pur­ 
pose. And, conversely, who is 
seeking 
to 
block 
certain 
legislation. 
Ironically, Pennsylvania’s law­ 
makers have set down strict 
right-to-know directives for city 
councils, local school boards, 
like, but have been reluctant to 
county commissioners and the 
lead by example themselves. 
But that is not the case in 
some other states. 
Perhaps the sharpest contrast 
to the secrecy practiced by 
Pennsylvania’s legislative com-¡ 
mittees is the openness that 
prevails in Fimiua, whose cele­ 
brated “government in the sun­ 
shine” law has been hailed as 
the most far-reaching right-to- 
know statute in the land. 
“There are no meetings of 
our 
legislative 
committees 
which are closed to the public 
or press,” says Florida’s House 


[ton are others where legisla­ 
tures let the public know what 
they’re doing. 
iilinois House Speaker W. 
Robert Blair says “by tradi­ 
tion, 
constitutional 
mandate 
and rules of the House and Sen­ 
ate, every legislative com­ 
mittee meeting is open to the 
public and press.” 
House Speaker Norman C. 
Anderson of Wisconsin reports 
the practice of open, committee 
meetings “is deeply ingrained 
proven to be a most adequate 
j manner of doing business.” 
In Iowa, all committee meet­ 
ings are open and secret ballot 
¡ voting is specifically prohibited. 
North Dakota’s Speaker How­ 
ard F. Bier exercised, pointing 


out the fate of every bill rests 
with the entire House or Senate 
and not with the committee to 
which it was assigned. 
The practice of open conduct 
is new in Washington, and 
House Speaker Thomas A. 
Swayze admits it has been diffi­ 
cult to adjust to the ban on se­ 
crecy. 
NEW COURAGE 
“It calls for new courage on 
the part of the members in: 
'being willing to frankly express, 
their views and opinions before 
the public and the press,” 
Swayze says. “However, I have 
every great hope that our legis­ 
lative branch will be equal to 
this new challenge.”

Pennsylvania Legislature Appears Very Secretive When Compared With Other States 
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Anthem s Anniversary 


No S tar Spangled B anner is m o r e 
fam ous than the one which flew above 
F ort McHenry on Sept. 13, 1814. F rancis 
Scott K ey’s im m ortal observations of that 
flag, as he watched in anguish the British 
bom bardm ent of the fort, have stirred 
m en’s hearts for .158' years. 


This is a good time to reflect on the 
m eaning and history of the huge flag 
which now lies in tatters in the Sm ith­ 
sonian Institution in Washington. 


M ade by a Baltim ore patriot, Mrs. 
M ary Piekersglli, the 42x32 foot flag was 
reputedly the largest ever flown in battle. 
It took Mrs. Pickersgill and two other 
women m ore than a year to stitch and 
weave the flag from the finest English 
bunting. 


The governm ent paid for the m aterials, 
the ladies donated their tim e. Ten men 


were requird to raise the flag on the 90- 
foot flagpole in the fort. 
Men and women; contributed every tal­ 
ent, every m aterial possession they had 
in those early days of the Republic. F ree­ 
dom was no abstract subject of discussion 
with them. 
The flag which flew above F ort Mc­ 
Henry was a symbol of all this and m ore 
to the young Baltim ore attorney who 
found himself a tem porary prisoner on 
board a British ship during a siege of the 
fort. He could do no m ore than put his 
despair for the future of his country on 
odds and ends of paper. 
Certainly the men who m ade famous 
Fort McHenry, Independence Hall, the 
Boston Tea Party and sim ilar ventures in­ 
tended the twentieth century Am erican 
to have a good life. This was their goal. 
But how often nowadays do we even say, 
thank you? 


Cutting Train Crews 


The 
Penn Central 
Railroad, 
which 
hasn’t won too m any victories of late, 
scored one in Federal D istrict Court. The 
judge overseeing the affairs of the bank­ 
rupt line granted it the right to begin 
elim inating about 6.000 trainm en's jobs 
by dropping the fourth m an on its freight 
train crew s. 
The order is another significant blow' 
at the ' ‘feat her bed ding" that has plagued 
the nation’s railroads for more than 30 
years. 
The ancient doctrine of “ full crew ,” 
dating from the days of steam engines 
and m anual car couplings, has alw ays 
provided that a freight train carry a crew 
of five. In 1963, with coal burning engines 


confined to train buff excursions, the rail­ 
roads won the right to drop m ost of the 
superfluous firem en, a move the firem en’s 
union battled for years. 
------------------------------ 
Now the Penn Central hopes to save 
$97 million a year by elim inating the third 
R e a d e r s 
S b V: 
brakem an, a move other railroads can 
— 
be expected to duplicate. 
The railroad is under orders to im ple­ 
ment its permission gradually, using the 
method of attrition by which trainm en’s 
jobs go unfilled as men retire, die or are 
transferred. 
From the union’s point of 
view, retaining of an obsolescent full-crew 
rule might turn into a tem porary advant­ 
age, indeed, if it plunged the nation's 
largest rail carrier tow ard further dis­ 
aster.

Many people involved in this 
problem are putting pressure on 
the government to hand out 
heroin to addicts in the hope 
that it will “at least be an 
answer to the terrible crimes 
addicts have to resort to.” 
But the social and political 
pressure to give heroin addicts 
the heroin they need is contrary 
to 
the 
thinking 
of 
most 
authorities in the field of drug 
addiction. 
Dr. Vincent P. Dole, of the 
Rockefeller University in New 
York, has so thoroughly an­ 
swered your question that I am 
going to quote him directly. In 
a recent issue of the Journal 
of 
the 
American 
Medical 
Association, he wrote. 
(1) “ Heroin addicts, 
given 
heroin, will require more and 
more of the drug. They develop 
increased tolerance for it. If 
this is not provided, they will 
return to crime for additional 
supplies. 
(2) “If the addict is allowed 
to take home all the heroin he 


waits, he is almost sure to sell 
a part of his supply. This will 
produce new addicts faster than 
legal clinics can remove them 
from the streets. 
(3) 
“The 
possibility 
of 
rehabilitating the addict will be 
diminished. 
The 
addict, 
will 
have to spend most of his day 
at or near the clinic, for his 
three or more injections per 
day. Few would be employable 
under these conditions.” 
Dr. Dole denied the claim that 
dispensing heroin is needed to 
b r i n g 
addicts 
into 
the 
methadone program, one of the 
few methods that holds hope for 
the addict,,.. 
It is pathetic that thousands 
of addicts 
are 
pleading for 
a d m i s s i o n 
to 
methadone 
programs and are being denied 
help because of a lack of funds 
to support the program.

In presenting today's picture of Pottstown, our 
old narrator speaks of grass-grown commons be­ 
tween the turnpike and the public walk, w herein 
parade num erous flocks of g e e s e belonging to the 
townspeople. 
It is a m ental glimpse of a day 
long past, but it should be placed upon canvas 
by one of our artists for display during the Bi­ 
centennial. 
We should refresh our m em ories, too, that the 
phrase, “ macadamizing a roadw ay,” as suggested 
in old accounts, referred to a surface of crushed 
stones — invariably rolled down by the wide 
wheel-rims of the freighter wagons — and not 
“ black-topped” as in more recent definition. 
The turnpike could not alw ays m aintain this 
surface in perfect condition, so that during the 
70s, Town Council saw fit to direct quantities of 
crushed cinders thrown into the waterholes and 
muddy places. Our furnaces then owned newly- 
developed pulverizing m achines engineered es­ 
pecially for this purpose, and ground cinders w ere 
m arketed as a by-product. 
During windstorm s, this gritty dust was whip­ 
ped through the streets. The town fathers w ere 
then under criticism for this methods of road 
m aintenance. 
It was frequently suggested by 
the press that Pottstow n use gravel for this pur-’ 
pose — som ething that could not “ blow” — in 
preference to cinder for leveling chuck holes. 
One other view we receive of our early com ­ 
m unity is of a plank bridge crossing High Street, 
spanning a run that then flowed through what has 
become' the heart of town. Here the boys threw 
rocks at bull frogs. 
But let our old tim er tell 
his own story! 
“ In my form er article I stopped at the corner 
of High and Charlotte streets. Looking back a t 
the ground I passed over, I m ay rem ark here that 
at that tim e there were no curb stones or pave­ 
m ents — m erely a footpath at the side of the 
street and the space between the path and the 
turnpike, or the m acadam ized part of the street, 
was sod, which furnished pasture for numerous 
flocks of geese that had the privilege of roam ing 
at large. 
“Let us now cross Charlotte street and pay our 
respects to P eter Bastress, ’Coverlet Weaver.* 
Such was the sign above tiis door. He lived in. 
the sam e house where Dr. W ithers now resides, 
but as the house had so many im provem ents m ade 
to it, that the old m an, if he could come back 
from the spirit land would not be able to identify 
his earthly domicile. The next house, where is 
now John Selinger’s saloon, was occupied by 
Francis Stetler. 
He was a tailor by trade and 
followed his calling in that house. 
“ The w riter with two of his companions went 
to the shop one afternoon, which was in the front 
room, second story, and found no one there. 
There was an old fashioned ten plate stove in 
the room, the .lower plate or hearth of which 
was raised about sixteen or eighteen inches from 
the floor and the feet or legs upon which it rested 
were connected with a strip of wood; upon this 
piece of wood and under the stove stood a crock 
of buck w heat batter, which had been placed 
there to rise; a folded new spaper was laid on top 
of the crock as a covering, and a yard stick, the 
ends of which projected beyond either side of 
the stove, was laid on the paper to keep it in place. 
“ Beside the stove was lying a huge cat appar­ 
ently enjoying a sound sleep. 
Being partial to 
cats, I picked it up and while folding it in m y 
arm s, one of my companions caught it by the 
tail and by a sudden jerk threw it upon the end 
of the yard stick, and away went the* hue kwh eat 
batter all over the floor. 
“ The commotion created by this little catas­ 
trophe brought m adam e up stairs on a double- 
quick, and seeing the fate of her buckwheat 
cakes, without waiting for an explanation, she 
seized the yard stick and gave the w riter reasons 
for recollecting that her m uscular power far ex­ 
ceeded those of the average woman. I tell you 
we youngsters got out of there at a lively gait. 
“ The next house was a sm all house that stood 
on the edge of the run that still flows along there 
under the street, but is bridged over and out of 
sight. It was, I believe, generally tenanted by 
some m an who worked in the adjoining tan-yard. 
There was a bridge across the run at this point, 
only the wddth of the turnpike, so that it had a 
space at each end of the bridge sufficient to ac­ 
com modate the bull frogs that used to congregate 
there. My im pression is that the bridge had a 
plank floor sim ilar to the one over goose run on 
Beech street above Hanover,, only that it was 
stronger. 
“ I know our boys used to stand: on the end of 
the bridge and throw stones at the frogs in the 
w ater below.

A story went 
with that willingness to speak 
up. 
“One of the Senator’s favorite 
stories,” his wife writes, “was 
about the man who bought a 
parrot that could speak six 
languages. He paid the shop 
owner $35 for the bird and 
another $15 for the cage, and 
asked that the bird be delivered 
to his 
home that afternoon. 
Later, the man bounced up the 
steps to his house, opened the 
front door and called out to his 
wife, ‘Did the bird arrive?’ 


“The wife said yes, it had, 
and she had already put It in 
the oven. 
“The man shouted, ‘But dear, 
he was a rare bird. He could 
speak six languages.’ 


“Well, why didn’t he speak 
up?’ the wife said.” 


Dirksen could give it and take 
it.

Asked why he rejected 
an opportunity to become a vice 
presidential candidate, Ev said, 
“Because I’d have to dedicate 
roads and courthouses and bow 
to visiting princes and kings.” 


He joked, but not entirely, 
about his ever making it to the 
White House. Asked whether he 
thought LBJ should withdraw 
his nomination of Abe Fortas 
as chief justice of the United 
States, Dirksen said, “I don’t

Sewage Tank 
Cleaning Is 


Nearly Complete 


The cleaning of a million 
gallon tank at the Pottstown 
sewage treatment plant along 
Moser Road is nearing com­ 
pletion and borough officials 
hope the project will be com­ 
pleted by early next week. 
Mahlon Bender, chief operator 
at the plant, said work crews 
are in the final 
stages of 
cleaning the large tank and as 
of 'Tuesday they were down to 
the last 40,000 gallons:. 
This: project was started, in 
late July and according to 
Bender, it was the first time 
the digester was cleaned since 
it was built in 1954. 
In order to complete the final 
stages, work crews this week 
were forced to pump digested 
sludge into a large hole located 
north of the tank. 
Most of the 'digested sludge 
pumped from the tank to the 
hole is water which Bender said 
is then pumped back into the 
t r e a t m e n t plant and 
is 
retreated. 
Bender explained 
that the 
material in the bottom of the 
tank nowr is so heavy that it 
can’t be pumped without adding 
water from a high pressure 
hose. 
'Both ¡Bender and Borough 
Manager Joseph Banta stressed 
that they are not dumping raw 
sewage into the ditch as some 
East End residents suspected. 
Banta said this definitely is 
incorrect and the only reason 
the digested and diluted sludge 
is being pumped from the tank 
to the hole is because of the 
weather.

All About Horses 
By JOHN H. SHROPSHIRE 
SUMMER PASTURE 
Here's a good question from a reader. 
“When my horse is turned out to pasture only at 
night; 7:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m., should his rations be 
kept the same? In. hot weather he is worked easily, 
1 - 2 hours early morning and 2 - 3 hours in the evening. 
I was told years ago, when you pasture a horse 
part time, cut his rations in half. Recently though, I 
was told that his grain ration should be kept the same 
or even increased, while hay should be eliminated. 
I have had him at half rations since mid-May and 
he seems to be doing quite well. Is there a rule of 
thumb to go by?”' 
Answering the last question first. No, there isn’t 
a rule of thumb to go by. The best approach is to work 
out a program of feeding that fits your horse’s needs. 
This is where Animal Husbandry comes into the 
picture, this is the difference between a “horse keep­ 
er” and a horseman. It takes some “eyeball analysis.” 
_The reason for this is one of definitions. 
What, do you mean when you say, Pasture, Ration 
and Hay? 
Unfortunately there are no fixed definitions for 
these terms. 
Pasture may vary from an exercise lot with a 
few spears of grass poking out at the corners, to a lush 
shady meadow, that’s belly deep in mixed grasses 
and clovers. 
Pasture may be .rich. and. nutritious early in the 
grazing season or by August it may be nothing but 
stems and weeds. 
A Ration to some people may be a handful of 
high fiber, low energy horse feed or it may be five 
quarts of a 16% low fiber, high energy feed. 
Hay can be stemmy, late cut, first cutting that 
requires more energy to digest than a horse gets from 
It. Or, it may be leafy second cutting that is higher 
in, protein than many concentrates. 
Put this all together and what have you got? The 
fact that there are very few constants in nature or 
things biological. 
Seasons change, rainfall varies, temperature fluc­ 
tuates, your horse may work more or less, he may 
have parasites one month and not the next. 
Engineers and chemists have materials with con­ 
stant boiling points, tensile strengths and other phys­ 
ical characteristics that remain the same. 
The agriculturalist and horseman doesn’t. This is 
what is meant by the adage, “The eye of the master 
fattens the flock.” 
r 
By carefully noting the amount and quantity of 
pasture that is available only then can it be determined 
how much concentrate to feed. 
As for hay, if there is any asture at all, it is doubt­ 
ful if it is necessary. Horses generally prefer hay to 
grass anyway. 
Where the pasture is abundant, it is even question­ 
able if a horse requires any concentrates. This is of 
course if the horse has enough time to eat his fill, 
which would be about 12 hours. 
Morrison’s text on. Feeds and Feeding, recom­ 
mends 201 - 25 pounds of dry matter daily for an 1100- 
1200 pound horse. 
Since pasture grasses run around 30% dry mat­ 
ter, this means a horse would have to eat approxi­ 
mately 80 pounds of grass to get his fill. 
It takes a pretty good sized pile of grass to weigh 
80 pounds, so unless your pasture is really good, a few 
quarts of a 16% feed each day would be in order.

The Bucs have lost to 
Hartford twice by scores of 57-7 
and, 'Saturday night, 58-0. 
But Hugh Wyatt, coach of the 
Haterstown, Md.t Bears, count­ 
ers, “1 think they belong in the 
Seaboard Football League and 
it’s up to the rest of the league 
to emulate Hartford.” The 
Bears face Hartford in October. 
At the root of the controversy 
is the Knights’ spectacular 
showing in their games so far. 
Since they jumped out of the 
Atlantic Coast League this sum­ 
mer — a league now in sus­ 
pended animation for lack of 
teams — they have downed

The winning margins 
have usually been more than 20 
points.

“You put a guy in there and 
he catches a ball, he’s not go-1 
ing to drop it.” 
Helping the Knights has been 
their long-time reputation as 
one of the most professional 
minor-league clubs in. the coun­ 
try — a. reputation that has 
brought them a powerful array:, 
of talant. 
“Last week we had eight men 
score touchdowns,” says Dúch­ 
ame. “You know you’ve got 
talent.” 
The Portsmouth coach is not 
the 
only one saying 
the 
Seaboard, circuit might not be 
the right place for the Knights. 
He is joined by Head Coach 
Tom Carr of the Chambers- 
burg, Pa., Cardinals — a per­ 
sonal friend of Knights Coach 
Nick Cutro. 
“Being practical, we can’t 
hope to 'Compete with the Hart-: 
ford. Knights,” says Carr. “I, 
think Hartford Is too strong for 
our league and they don’t be­ 
long in our league.” 
But Carr cites his friendship 
with the Knights mentor and in­ 
sists, “I would do nothing to! 
put them out of the league.” 
If the Knights were expelled 
from the league,, where would 
they go? Several coaches point 
out that the Knights don't have 
much of a choice at the mo­ 
ment except Seaboard com­ 
petition.
